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Introduction 


The  Hamish  Reunion  Associations  Which  flourished  in  the  1920 ’s 


consisted  of  descendants  of  Martin  Harnishand  of  Samuel  Harnish.  The 
Association  hired  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Francis  to  compile  a  genealogy  of  the 
clan,  but  when  the  depression  came  along,  the  work  was  stopped,  lhe 
incomplete- manuscript  remained  in  the  hands  of  various  descendants 
until  1945,  when  it  was  used  by  Mrs.  W.  E.  Hamish,  of  Champaigns 
Illinois*  The  materials  related  to  Martin  were  published  by  Mrs. 
Hamish  and  the  undersigned  in  1955*  The  remaining  materials  (the 
originals  of  which  had  been  given  to  Mrs*  Hamish  in  the  meantime  by 
Robert  Harnish)  have  been  brought  together  in  the  following  pages* 


No  serious  attempt  has  been  made  to  supplement  Mr*  Francis 
findings  or  to  update  them,  beyond  occasional  additions.  Doubtless 
a  thorough  search  in  sources  more  readily  available  for  research  now 
than  in  1926  would  uncover  valuable  material  to  complete  this  work— 
especially,  for  instance,  on  the  York  and  Adams  County  branches.  More¬ 
over,  Mr.  Francis  has  pencil  notations  on  the  pages  of  manuscript  use a 
in  this  study  referring  to  his  own  notebook  which  was  not  available 

to  the  editor. 


Rather  than  delay  further  in  putting  these  records  into  public 
hands,  Mrs.  Harnish  and  I  determined  to  produce  them  in  this  fashion, 
with  all  the  incompleteness  and  possible  inaccuracy  they  have,  in  fche 
hope  that  someone  will  be  interested  in  completing  avenues  of  research 

pointed  out  here. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mrs.  John  Bernard  and  Miss  Eleanor  Gordon  for 
their  technical  aid  in  publishing  these  pages.

Sources 


Mr.  Francis  does  not  always  identify  his  sources  in  his  notes; 
and  the  editor  has  added  data  from  other  sources.  A  dash  and  the  name 
of  an  individual  after  references  to  recent  generations  indicates  xrom 
what  agent  the  material  cited  above  came. 
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Samuel  Harnish  of  Cocallco 


At  least  three~-and  perhaps  more — pioneers  of  Lancaster  County*, 
Pennsylvania,  bore  the  German  name  Hamish,  There  was  Martin  Harnish 
(d.  ca  1744)  of  Conestoga  Township  whose  large  progeny  has  been  traced 
partially  in  The  Harnish  Freindschaft  (Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  1955) . 
Jacob  Harnish  (do  after  1750?)  settled  in  Lampeter  Township  and  left 
a  family  whose  descendants  have  not  been  treated  genealogically  (see 
The  Harnish  Freindschaft,  p®  6)®  These  men,  presumably,  were  both 
Mennonites • 

A  third  Harnish  to  settle  in  Lancaster  County  was  named  Samuel® 

He  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  Pink  Plaisance  on  Sept®  21, 

1732  and  took  the  necessary  oaths  of  loyalty  to  the  British  crown 
so  that  lie  could  settle  in  America®  With  him  is  listed  Anna  Harnish® 
Their  ages  are  cited  as  28  and  20  years,  respectively®  Samuel  signed 
his  name  Samuel  Harnisch®  (Strassburger-Hinke,  Pennsylvania  German 
Pioneers,  I,  78-83)® 

The  next  reference  to  Samuel  that  has  been  uncovered  after  his 
arrival  at  Philadelphia  is  dated  nine  years  later®  His  location  in 
the  interim  is  net  identifiable,  except  that  he  probably  was  in  the 
Cocalico  region  of  northern  Lancaster  County  before  a  tract  of  land 
there  was  warranted  to  him,  10  Nov®  1741o 

Samuel  was  subsequently  involved  in  other  land  negotiations  in 
his  neighborhoods 

1*  112  acres  deeded  to  Samuel,  23  Dec®  1745 

2®  102  acres,  64  perches  deeded  to  Samuel,  17  May  1748 

3®  76  acres,  138  perches,  surveyed  unto  Samuel,  21  March  1758 

(107  acres  from  these  three  tract s= — a  total  of  291  acres,  122  perches 
— Samuel,  deeded  to  his  son  Christian,  24  October  1786,  Lancaster 
County  deeds  GG,  450) 

4.  A  warrant,  10  May  1749,  which  he  used  with  the  warrant  of 
10  Nov®  1741,  in  a  deed  dated  6  Dec®  1754  to  Deederick  Caquelin  to 
•  secure  payment  of  an  800f  bond  due  Caquelin.  The  warrants  were  for 
200  acres® 

5®  200  acres  were  warranted  to  Samuel  in  Heidelberg  Township 

(present  Lebanon  or  present  Berks  County?)  on  28  November  1745® 
Apparently  this  property  was  not  surveyed  and  patented  to  Samuel® 

Samuel* s  will,  which  will  cited  completely  below,  mentions  his 
home  farm  of  "near  three  hundred  acres."  Mr®  Francis  speculates 
whether  this  farm  was  the  same  as  that  from  which  Samuel  deeded  107 
acres  to  Christian  in  1786®  Since  the  will  was  written  in  1788,  it 
would  seem  to  suggest  another  tract®  Samuel *s  farm  was  located  on 
the  north  side  of  Gerharts  Valley,  from  a  certain  Peiferss  Mill  back 
into  the  hills® 
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The  same  will  also  mentions  a  173-acre  tract  on  the  Great  Cannawaga 
(Conewago)  in  York  County,,  Another  farm,  of  unspecified  acreage,  was 
left  to  the  son  John0  It  would  seem  likely  that  this  was  the  balance 
of  the  property  deeded  in  1786  to  Christian® 

The  only  conclusion  to  be  reached  is  that  Samuel  was  a  prosperous 
farmer  and  landholder  at  the  time  of  his  death® 

Since  Samuel  was  accompanied  by  Anna  Harnish  on  his  arrival  in 
1732  and  since  his  will  names  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  since  that  will 
indicates  that  one  son  was  still  under  age  in  1788,  it  is  a  fair  assump¬ 
tion  that  Samuel  was  married  twice®  Unfortunately  the  family  name  of 
neither  wife  has  come  to  lighto 

Samuel  Harnish  wrote  his  will  on  1  June  1788®  He  must  have  died 
shortly  thereafter  since  it  was  probated  on  1  July  1788.  Samuel  was 
born  in  1704,  if  the  age  on  arrival  is  correctly  stated®  His  first 
wife,  Anna,  was  born  in  1712®  Although  Mr®  Francis  speculated  that 
he  was  a  nephew  of  Martin  of  Conestoga  Township,  there  is  no  proof 
1  whatsoever  of  this  relationship®  While  Samuel fs  descendants  were 
members  of  the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  Churches,  there  is  no  record 
identifying  him  as  Reformed;  indeed  when  he  was  naturalized  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  24  September  1766  (Pennsylvania  Archives  II,  2,  465-6),  he 
was  among,  those—— like  the  Mennonites— — who  took  no  oath®  The  fact  that 
at  least  two  of  his  sons--Christian  and  John--were  baptized  as  adults 
may  be  further  indication  that  their  father  was  a  Mennonite®  The 
location  of  his  burial  has  not  been  determined®

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The  Will  of  Samuel  Harnlah 

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen,  I  Samuel  Harnish  of  Cocalico  Town¬ 
ship  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  Farmer,  being  old  and  weak  of  body 
but  of  good  understanding,  for  which  I  thank  God,  Have  determined 
hereby  to  publish  my  last  will  and  Testament  as  follows: 

To  Wit?  Imprimis p  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife 
Elizabeth  one  hundred ^Founds  in  Gold  or  Silver  money  which  she  is  to 
have  and  receive  out  of  my  Real  Estate  as  hereafter  mentioned  and 
further  she  shall  have  Right  and  Liberty  to  live  in  the  house  wherein 
I  now  dwell  and  my  two  Sons  Jacob  and  Tobias  shall  give  her  sufficient 
support  and  maintenance  and  provide  her  with  sufficient  clothes  or 
wearing  apparel  as  long  as  she  remains  a  widow. 

Item,  it  is  my  will  that  my  son  Samuel  Harnish  shall  have  and 
receive  one  hundred  Pounds  in  Gold  or  Silver  out  of  my  estate  at  such 
Time  and  in  such  manner  as  hereafter  mentioned  and  he  shall  have  no 
further  Right  of,  in  or  to  my  Estate,  he  having  received  the  re- 
,  mainder  of  his  share  or  Portion  in  my  life  time. 

Item,  it  is  my  will  that  my  two  Sons  Jacob  and  Tobias  shall 
have  all  my  Personal  Estate  of  what  kind  soever  without  being  in  any 
wise  accountable  for  the  same  except  as  hereafter  mentioned  out  of 
which  they  shall  pay  my  Funeral  Expenses  and  the  cost  or  charges  of 
this  Will  and  they  shall  also  faithfully  satisfy  my  Executors  herein¬ 
after  named  for  their  Trouble  which  they  may  be  at  concerning  my  Estate,,

Item,  it  is  my  serious  Will  and  Testament  that  my  said  two  sons 
Jacob  Harnish  and  Tobias  Harnish  shall  have  my  Plantation  and  Piece 
of  Land  whereon  I  now  live  containing  near  three  hundred  acres  and 
also  another  Piece  containing  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-three 
acres  of  Land  which  I  have  on  the  Great  Connawago  in  York  County,  To 
have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever 
for  which  they  shall  pay  together  Twelve  hundred  Pounds  in  Gold  or 
Silver  Money  by  Installments  or  yearly  payments  of  fifty  Pounds  each 
on  the  first  Day  of  May  yearly  and  every  year  until  the  said  Twelve 
Hundred  Pounds  be  paid  in  manner  following,  to  wit,  they  shall  pay 
the  first  Fifty  Pounds  thereof  to  my  son-in-law  Ludwig  Barry  at  or 
upon  the  first  of  May  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

The  second  to  my  Daughter  Magdalena,  The  third  to  my  Daughter  Barbara, 
The  fourth  to  my  Daughter  Mary,  the  Fifth  to  my  Daughter  Catharine 

and  sixthly  my  wife  Elizabeth  shall  have  and  receive  the  first  men¬ 

tioned  sum  of  one  hundred  Pounds,  seventhly  my  son  Samuel  Harnish 
shall  have  fifty  Pounds  and  eighthly  the  said  Ludwig  Barry  shall 
again  receive  Fifty  Pounds  and  after  that  the  said  Magdalena  again 
and  so  continue  in  the  manner  and  order  before  mentioned  until  the 
said  Twelve  hundred  Pounds  be  fully  paid  and  when  and  as  often  as 

one  of  my  Heirs  receives  a  payment  he  or  she  shall  each  time  sign  a 

Release  before  a  Justice  of  the  County  and  pay  the  costs  thereof. 

Item,  it  is  my  will  that  my  said  two  sons  Jacob  and  Tobias 
shall  have  all  my  Horses  and  Cattle  and  also  all  the  residue  of  my 
Personal  Estate  between  them  but  the  said  Tobias  shall  have  no  right 
to  buy  or  sell  anything  as  long  as  he  is  under  Age,  and  they  shall 
work  the  said  Plantation  between  them  and  shall  pay  each  of  the 
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yearly  Payments  as  above  mentioned  between  them  and  the  said  Tobias 
shall  obey  the  said  Jacob  in  all  reasonable  matters  or  things  and  my 
Executors  shall  enjoin  his  obedience  towards  his  said  Brother  Jacob 
as  long  as  he  is  under  age  and  see  that  they  both  do  well  and  faith¬ 
fully  support  their  said  Mother  and  also  that  they  enjoy  all  the 
Estate  in  common  with  each  other  until  the  said  Tobias  shall  arrive 
to  the  age  of  Twenty- one  years  at  which  Time  my  Executors  or  either 
of  them  shall  take  with  them  three  or  four  men  and  in  the  first  place 
deliver  to  my  said  wife  Elizabeth  as  much  Household  Furniture  as  they 
may  judge  right  and  reasonable  which  she  shall  and  may  keep  during 
her  Life  and  they  shall  divide  the  residue  or  remainder  into  two  equal 
shares  and  my  said  two  sons  shall  cast  lot  for  the  same  and  my  said 
son  Jacob  shall  have  the  one  half  part  thereof  to  hold  to  him  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever  and  my  said  son  Tobias  shall  have  the  other 
half  part  thereof  to  hold  to  him  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  but 
whatever  sum  may  at  that  time  be  unpaid  of  the  monies  payable  for  the 
said  Land  the  one  half  part  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  my  said  son 
Jacob  to  wit  Twenty-five  Pounds  yearly  and  the  other  half  part  thereof 
shall  be  paid  by  ray  said  son  Tobias  in  yearly  Payments  of  Twenty- 
five  Pounds  in  the  manner  above  mentioned  until  the  said  Twelve 
hundred  Pounds  be  paido 

Item 9  it  is  my  will  and  Testament  that  my  son  John  shall  have 
my  other  Plantation  and  Piece  of  Land  in  Cocalico  Township  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster^,  aforesaid  adjoining  the  lands  of  Ludwig  Barry 
also  Mr*  E ge93  Furnace  Lands  To  hold  to  him  the  said  John  his  Heirs 
and  assigns'  forever  for  and  in  lieu  of  his  share  or  Portion  but  if  he 
will  not  have  or  take  it  then  my  said  two  sons  Jacob  and  Tobias  shall 
have  and  hold  the  same  to  them  their  Heirs  and  assigns  forever  for 
which  they  shall  pay  unto  the  said  John  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  Pounds 
to  wit  one  hundred  Pounds  in  one  year  after  my  decease  and  the  other 
one  hundred  Pounds  in  one  .year  thereafter  and  my  said  son  John  shall 
have  no  further  Right  of  in  or  to  my  Estate  and  my  son  Christian 
Harnish  shall  have  no  right  of  in  or  to  my  Estate  he  having  received 
his  full  share  or  portion  in  my  Life  time  and  my  son  Henry  Harnish 
shall  have  no  right  of  in  or  to  my  Estate  he  also  having  received  his 

full,  share  or  Portion  in  my  life  time0

And  I  conceive  there  is  a  mine  or  oar  of  silver  on  my  said 
Piece  of  Land  situate  on  the  great  Connawago  in  York  County  it  is 
therefore  my  will  that  if  at  any  time  the  same  shall  be  worked  and 
be  found  to  produce  any  Profit  or  advantage  then  all  my  Heirs  shall 
have  equal  shares  thereof  provided  they  bear  the  Trouble  and  expense 
thereof  between  fcheme  And  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son 
Christian  Harnish  and  my  Friend  Adam  Nees  to  be  the  Executors  of  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament  and  desire  that  the  same  in  all  things  be 
unalterably  performed  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereto  set  my  Hand 
and  seal  the  first  day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-eighto  Signed  sealed  and  declared  as  my 
last  will  and  Testament  in  the  presence  of  us„

Samuel  Harnish,  one  of  the  elder  sons  of  Samuel  Harnish  the  immi¬ 
grant,  settled  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  Manheim  and  Heidel¬ 
berg  Township  areas.,  His  descendants  scattered  from  there  and  Mr„ 
Francis  provided  no  records  of  them*  The  research  into  this  family  is 
therefore  incomplete., 

Samuel  received  by  patent  a  tract  of  63  acres,  126  perches  in 
Heidelberg  Township,  then  Lancaster  (now  Berks  or  Lebanon  Counties), 
on  14.  March  1775,  3L-  acres  of  which  he  sold  to  his  brother  Christian 
on  4  November  1786.  (Lancaster  County  deeds,  GG,  452.)  Samuel  also 
purchased,  10  February  1775,  from  Martin  Bash,  a  tract  of '  150  acres  in 
Manheim  Township,  York  County  (York  County  deeds,  F,  362),  to  which  it 
is  believed  he  moved  about  the  same  time.  On  10  October  1794,  Samuel, 
a  resident  of  Manheim  Township,  York  County,  purchased  465  acres  in 
Mount  Pleasant  Township,  York  (now  in  Adams)  County,  Pennsylvania,  from 
Joseph  Megoffin  of  Philadelphia.  (York  County  deeds,  2L,  169)  Possibly 
he  moved  to  these.  Samuel  was' the  executor  of  a  will  in  Heidelberg 
1  Township,  York  County,  in  1819,  although  Mr.  Francis  does  not  provide 

the  details. 

Samuel  Harnish  married  Elizabeth  Burghart  and  had  these  childrens

Henry  Harnish,  one  of  the  sons  of  Samuel  the  immigrant,  settled 
in  Heidelberg  Township,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  wrote  his 
W11L30  November  1834,  He  died  8  January  1836.-  The  will  (which  doe3 
not  name  his  wife)  specified  that  his  creditors,  if  willing,  were  to 
be  paid  from  the  rent  from  his  farm  over  a  six- year  period;  if  th®7 
were  unwilling,  then  the  farm  could  be  sold  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  of  Frederick  Leininger.  The  creditors  preferred  to  have  the  farm 
sold  and  necessary  proceedings  through  the  orphans  court  (since  henry 
had  not  provided  for  the  sale  of  the  farm)  obtained  a  sale  order*  The 
farm  was  sold  for  $555o25o

Sara  was  known  as  Sallie#  She  was  not  married  and  was  to  re¬ 
ceive  $60  from  her  father’s  estate  above  the  shares  of  the  other 
children  and  was  to  be  permitted  to  live  at  the  home-  place  as  long 
as  she  was  single.  Mr#  Francis1  version  of  her  life,  likely  recon¬ 
structed  somewhat  from  conjecture  is  as  follows: 

wThe  father  was  evidently  a  good  man,  trusting  and  honest  and 
hopeful,  thinking  no  evil,"  but  not  very  discriminating  and  not  very 
practical#  His  idea  of  paying  off  the  debt  on  his  home  place  with  six 
years  rent  did  not  work  outo  He  seemed  a  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves# 
The  creditors  foreclosed  the  mortgage,  doubtless  greatly  to  their  own 
advantage*  They  had  no  mercy  apparently  on  ’weak-minded  Sallie.1  Her 
brother  always  a  poor  man,  instead  of  holding  down  the  old  home,  moved 
away;  and  Sallie  without  a  human  guardian  was  homeless.

nThe  old  folks  still  remember  her#  ’She  lived  and  worked  around 

among  her  relations#*  Her  visits  were  not  heralded.  On  approaching 
the  home  of  her  intended  visit,  her  thought  was  to  gather  sticks  for 
kindling  wood#  By  the  roadside  or  in  the  wood  she  would  fill  her  apron 
with  sticks  or  chips#  It  was  something  needed  in  the  home,  likely  she 
had  been*  taught  to  do  it  in  her  father’s  home.  She  likely  talked  with 
her  Lord  about  how  she  could  pay  (in  the  room  assigned  her  she  was  often 
at  the  midnight  hour  heard  in  earnest  prayer) — an' honest  soul  who  did 
what  she  could.  And  wherever  this  Harnish  History  is  read,  her  gathering 
of  sticks  will  be  told  as  a  memorial  of  her. 

"Sallie  died  in  the  Gensemer  home,  under  the  shadow  of  the  old 
Harnish  homestead.  Her  brother  came  from  the  Blue  Mt.  to  her  funeral# 

She  was  given  as  good  a  bed  in  the  old  Schwaupp  Church  cemetery  as 
the  rest;  and  a  stone  above  her  head  tells  when  she  was  born  and  when 
she  diedo  I  wonder  who  will  have  the  better  mansion  in  heaven,  honest 
Sallie  or  the  men  who  foreclosed  the  mortgage  on  her  father’s  home.

•  John  Harnish,  son  of  Samuel  the  immigrant,  was  bora  15  February 
1754,  but  not  baptized  until  12  December  1783.  On  7  April  1781  he  was 
married  to  Anna  Eva  Burckholder,  daughter  of  Martin  Burckholder.  These 
records--and  those  of  his  children3 s  births— came  from  Muddy  Creek 
Reformed  Church,  Lancaster  County0 

John  inherited  a  farm  from  his  father,  which  is •  identified  as 
100  acres  in  a  mortgage  John  gave  to  George  Ege,  esq.,  on  4  December 
1794*  The  mortgage  was  satisfied  12  February  1800.  (Lancaster  County 
deeds,  00,  521).  He  was  in  the  American  Revolution,  in  Capt.  Joseph 
Gear*s  Company,  9th  Battalion— Lancaster  County  Militia  (Pennsylvania 
Archives,  VI,  6,  282). 

Since  he  left  no  will,  his  son  John  appeared  in  the  orphans' court 
on  18  May  1805,  stating  that  John  left  a  widow  and  seven  children,  five 
of  them  minors,  and  a  tract  of  forty  acres  in  Cocalico  Township,  and 
requested  the  appointing  of  guardians  for  these  children.  He  also  re¬ 
quested  the  court  to  determine  the  disposition  of  the  real  property. 

The  court  acted  by  appointing  Jacob  Harnish,  of  Cocalico  Township,  as 
guardian.  (Lancaster  County  orphans  court,  book  1803-1805,  pp.  367, 
368).  The  inquest  appointed  concerning  the  property  returned  its  ver= 
diet  at  the  17  September  1805  session  of  the  court  and  arranged  for 
the  son  John  to  take  title  to  the  property  by  making  settlement  with 
his.  mother, -  brother  and  sisters.  One  third  of  the  amount  was  to  re¬ 
main  unpaid,  the  widow  receiving  interest  on  it  annually,  and  on  her* 
death  the  principal  distributed  among  the  children.  (Book  1803-1805,

Henry  Harnish  married  Barbara  Gerhart  whose  relatives  lived  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Mt.  Zion  -  Mt.  Aetna  in  Lebanon  County.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  visits  there  Henry  was  persuaded  to  settle  there.  He  pur¬ 
chased  50-3/4  acres  in  Bethel  Township  from  Daniel  Mayer  on  5  April 
1814,  the  nucleus  of  property  he  later  added,  so  that  in  1854  he 
could  deed  ’’four  contiguous  pieces  of  land,  part  being  bought  of 
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Daniel  Meyer*  5  Apr®  1814  by  Henry  Harnish*  part  a  tract  which  had  be¬ 
longed  to  the  heirs  of  Hermanus  Walborn*  bought  by  Henry  Hamish,  22 
Nov®  1832 %  part  a  tract  of  98  acres*,  51  perches  patented  by  Pennsyl° 
vania,  21  PebQ  1838 9  to  Henry  Harnish*  and  a  part  the  tract  which  John 
German*  2  Apr®  1842  conveyed  to  Henry  Hamish® "  There  was  a  carding 
mill  on  the  property*,  which  Henry  replaced  with  a  grist  millo  The  land 
remained  in  his  descendants8  hands  until  1920® 

Family  tradition  said  he  was  in  the 'War  of  1812  for  a  few  days 
when  Perry*  s  victory  was  announced  and  he  returned  home®  He  was  one 
of  the  leaders  in  building  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Church  at  Mt®  Zion*

What 
became  of  Tobias  is  not  know,  but  presently  Jacob  became  sole  owner 
of  the  farm.  In  his  will,  Jacob  left  the  property  to  his  sons  Samuel 
and  Jacob,  settlement  to  be  made  to  the  other  children.  (In  1819  the 
brothers  executed  a  deed  of  partition  to  divide  the  property  between 
them.)
